While Leavitt and Ehrlich ar­ 
gued with Prom oter Marsalli, Oli­ 
vera fidgeted in the ring.

salli refused to turn over the 


•guarantee until

The committee has now received a proposal from 
Sven Hedin, noted Swedish explorer, that both the 
19 39 and 19 40 peace prizes, aggregating about 
$9 0,000, be used to help the Finns in their wrar 
with Russia. 
The mere suggestion of turning peace funds into 
war capital is a satirical commentary on the world 
of today. Of all contemporary leaders, not one 
can be found great enough to deserve the world’s 
highest peace award. Only Pope Pius XII has 
consistently and unreservedly demanded peace. 
Other leaders have ask ed for it, but their efforts 
have been spasmodic. 
In his letter to President Roosevelt, Pope Pius 
wrote: “Our own daily experience tells us of the 
deep-seated y earning for peace that fills the hearts 
of the common people.” 
Yes. The common people want peace. But they 
can find few real champions for their cause. 


LADIES DON’T CARRY GUNS 
Uncle Sam had better do something soon. We’ve 
just let an honest woman slip through our fingers. 
We’re sending her back to Canada because she 
wouldn’t agree, under oath, to bear arms for the 
United States. 
Mrs. Alice Signe Aune was allowed to enter the 
country under the agreement that she would file 
citizenship papers here. She said she would assist 
the government in any other way—even as a war 
nurse—but she wouldn’t shoulder a gun. 
Mrs. Aune isn’t the only woman who feels that 
way. Most of the others we’ve admitted wouldn't 
touch a gun, even though they 've casually said 
they would. And Uncle Sam would have to look 
a long time to find a corps of native-born Amer­ 
ican women who would shoulder musk ets. 
The fact is, he doesn’t expect them to. That 
Question applies to men applicants for citizenship. 
In cases such as that of Mrs. Aune, the United 
States look s a little absurd. It will be a lot better 
to modify the immigration laws before this sort 
of thing happens again. 


S CHOOLS DANGEROUS TO DEMOCRACY— 
JOHN DEWEY 
In John Dewey’s book , “Freedom and Culture,” 
he stresses the difficulty in preserving democracy 
which he regards as a way of life. 
If the book 
has done nothing else, it will tend to cause people 
to realize that democracy does not preserve itself 
but is only the result of certain k inds of attitudes, 
beliefs and characters. 
The difficulty of bring­ 
ing the proper attitude of mank ind about, Dewey 
recognizes. He contends that people must be able 
to discern between propaganda and facts, if they 
are to be able to preserve democracy. On the ques­ 
tion of training people to discern between propa­ 
ganda and facts, he has considerable to say. 
He 
does not share the usual opinion that democracy 
can be saved by more and more public education. 
On this subject he has the following to say: 
“That the schools have mostly been given to im­ 
parting information ready-made, along with teach­ 
ing the tools of literacy , cannot be denied. 
The 
methods used in acquiring such information are 
not those which develop sk ill in inquiry and in 
tests of opinions. On the contrary , they are posi­ 
tively hostile to it. They tend to dull native curi­ 
osity, and to load powers of observation and ex­ 
perimentation with such a mass of unrelated ma­ 
terial that they do not operate as effectively as 
they do in many an illiterate person. The problem 
of the common schools in a democracy has reach­ 
ed only its first stage when they are provided for 
everybody. 
Until what shall be taught and how 
it is taught is settled upon the basis of formation 
of the scientific attitude, the so-called educational 
work of schools is a dangerously hit-or-miss affair 
as far as democracy is concerned.” 
Of course, every think ing person k new this to be 
a fact and did not believe that preserving democ 
racy was simply more and more majority rule ed­ 
ucation. 
The sooner the public begins to realize 
that every possible available influence must be 
used to stimulate people’s ability to differentiate 
between propaganda and fact, the sooner we will 
be on the road to return to democracy . As it is we 
are rapidly drifting away from democracy. 
One of the best methods of determining is not to 
pay any attention to the man who will not answer 
questions about the things he is advocating. 
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NO INTERNATIONAL QUESTION 
(I.os Angeles Times) 
The Mexican government begs the point when 
it insists, as it does in its newest memorandum 
on the Mexican oU seizures, that there is nothing 
to submit to an international tribunal because the 
Mexican courts have not finished with the case. 
It says they have still to appoint experts to value 
the seized properties. 
But the Mexican Supreme Court has already de­ 
clared the seizure of the properties a legal ex­ 
propriation, and that is the precise point in dis­ 
pute and-the only one. In the view 0f the com­ 
panies and of Secretary Hull, a legal expropria­ 
tion requires pay ment at the time of the seizure, 
and there has been no payment. There is cer­ 
tainly a question here on which an international 
court should pass. 
Mexico says she is ready and willing to pay, 
and can pay as soon as the value is fixed. 


MY ATTITUDE TOWARD LABOR 
Because I have repeatedly criticized collective 
bargaining, some people who lik e to distort state­ 
ments and spread envy and hate, contend that I 
tirade against labor and that I hate labor. They 
also infer that collective bargaining can increase 
salaries without lowering other salaries. 
Collective bargaining never created any wealth 
with which to pay good salaries. 
Good salaries 
resulting from collective bargaining are obtained 
only by lowering other wages. 
Good salaries for 
all work ers, instead of just a few work ers, can be 
secured only by the use of efficient machinery and 
the labor of other people. Any man who criticizes 
those who object to certain classes of laborers be­ 
ing imposed upon, in order to temporarily mak e a 
few good salaries, certainly could not be called a 
friend of labor. He is simply an enemy of labor; 
no m atter what he calls himself. 
It is because I see the gross injustice of laborers 
combining to injure other laborers that I am ex­ 
plaining the effects of collective bargaining. It is 
because I have respect for labor and want all labor 
to be treated equally and because I believe that 
if it were treated equally, the total wages would 
be nearly double, is the reason I am tak ing the un­ 
popular side of explaining the effects of collective 
bargaining on the work er. 
Every work er would 
starve to death if it were not for the labor of other 
work ers. So all labor should be respected. 
I challenge any reader to point out any thing 
that I have ever written that was against labor. 
The man who says I have done it, is either grossly 
ignorant or deliberately misrepresents.

A YARDSTICK FOR TV A 
(Chicago Tribune) 
There are at least two ways of proving that the 
government is losing money on TV A. One way is 
to examine the TVA book s in detail, but until 
tnese records have been thrown open for audit 
by a competent commission qf accountants and 
engineers, that way is more or less closed. 
The other course is the one which is suggested 
by Mr. Arthur Evans’ recent articles from Knox­ 
ville. 
He showed that a good deal more than 
half of tne power sold by TV A last y ear was 
bought by three or four large and prosperous in­ 
dustrial corporations. The biggest of these cus­ 
tomers was the Aluminum Corporation of Amer­ 
ica which has assets of more than a quarter of a 
billion dollars. 
Next biggest was the Monsanto 
Chemical company with assets of more than 65 
million dollars. 
Another was the Victor Chemical 
company, a 7 million dollars outfit. A big contract 
for power 
ha s been sig ned with the Electro-Metal­ 
lurgical corporation, a subsidiary of the 400 mil­ 
lion dollar Union Carbide company. 
They are all buying TVA power for less than

There has been a vast amount of talk about 
TVA serving as a y ardstick for power rates; in 
fact, the y ardstick is provided by these private 
companies and it proves TVA is operating at 
a loss.

Machine and Jobs 
Editor Register: 
A few days ago a contributor 
to the Register Clearing House, In 
speak ing of my article that ap­ 
peared in the Register January 
17th, 19 40, and of the reprint of 
the New York 
Times’ 
article 
which appeared in same paper, 
both articles dealing with the 
same 
subject — “Machine 
and 
Jobs” — the contributor said — 
“both articles are mere assump­ 
tions and guess work . And that— 
“you may have y our explanation 
for it, but none of you have y et 
given a convincing one.” 
Well, I myself don’t think much 
of a statement made without giv­ 
ing some proven facts to back it 
up. In exchanging views it should 
be done with the hope of becom­ 
ing better informed. 
While I’m not active now in the 
industrial line of work , I was, 
however, for 40 y ears associated 
with the manufacturing line of in­ 
dustry —in no small way—where 
a number of machines were used, 
so I feel that I should k now some­ 
thing about machines and their 
uses, as well as about factory pro­ 
duction which depended upon the 
machines, and upon which labor 
also depended. 
Let us tak e a look at what the 
Ford Motor company (and there 
is no better authority ) has to say 
about—“Machines 
and 
Jobs.” 
Quote in part: 
“For some y ears 
the Ford Motor Company could 
onlv rely on its own experience in 
judging the effect of machines on 
employment. One y ear when the 
company spent four million dol- 
lare for machinery, its employes 
increased by 20,000 men, and the 
payroll by 48 million dollars. An­ 
other y ear when 
the company 
spent nine million dollars for ma­ 
chinery, its employes increased 
by 40,000 men, and its payroll by 
88 million dollars. 
In another 
year, when the company invested 
10 million dollars in machinery, 
employees 
increased 
by 
37,000 
men and the payroll by 76 million 
dollars. 
That was the invariable 
experience—the more 
machines, 
the more men.” They said—“from 
the past 40 y ears studied, jobs had 
multiplied faster than people dur­ 
ing the machine age.” 
The above should convince most 
any fairminded person that the 
machine—generally speak ing—in­ 
stead of being labor-saving to the 
extent of creating unemployment, 
(as Roosevelt seems to think it 
has) it is labor-creating; as Ford 
has said from practical experience 


—“the more machines, the more 
men.” 
Had it not been for new inven­ 
tions and the machine, we would 
not have had the airplane. Neith­ 
er would we have read in the Los 
Angeles Times of January 12th, 
quote in part: “Los Angeles Coun­ 
ty ’s Aviation industry added 11,- 
000 men and women to its $3,638,- 
000 per month pay roll during 
19 39 , a Chamber of Commerce 
Aeronautics progress bulletin dis­ 
closed y esterday . And that—“An 
increase of more than $100,000,000 
in Los Angeles County Airplane 
manufacturers’ back logs. 
And 
that —“Prospect of new manu­ 
facturing 
business as 
President 
Roosevelt ask s for 4,000 more mil­ 
itary planes for 19 40.” 
The above newspaper report 
which will reach out to far dis­ 
tant places may sound to many 
who read it as if real prosperity 
had returned, but not so. It will, 
however, mean much for Los An­ 
geles County, and the activity will 
of course be felt for some distance 
outside of Los Angeles County. 
But how can we think of this 
particular k ind of activity being 
any thing more than an “Aviation 
boom” to supply 
the demand 
sought by the Allies, with no as­ 
surance whatsoever 
as to how 
long this k ind of a “boom” may 
last. It cannot, of course, be con­ 
sidered as permanent, and it might 
be of rather short duration. 
With one,two or three lines of 
industry operating in a “booming” 
way at the taxed expense of many 
other lines of industry remaining 
idle or operating part time only, 
business and industry are thrown 
entirely out of balance and will 
remain that way until more of the 
different lines of industrial work 
get back to operating again in a 
more general way, instead of just 
a few industries operating in a 
“boom” way. 
From a reliable source, normal­ 
ly, there are about 200,000 factor­ 
ies with their equipment. 
About 
145,000 of these produce less than 
$100,000 worth of goods a year. 
The rest are the big industries. 
And why are so many of these 
factories idle, or operating on part 
time only, when there are billions 
of idle capital, a great abund­ 
ance of raw materials, and eight 
or nine million of the unemployed, 
all waiting and most anxious to 
go? 
Is it lack of confidence, or 
that politics has stepped in and 
thrown its weight on the side of 
the wage-demand, or is it—too 
much 
government 
interference 
with tbe industrial line of busi­ 
ness? It might be all three.

WASHINGTON — For 
some 
months a k nock -down back stage 
right has been raging between the 
United States 
Government 
and 
the 
white-haired 
boy 
of U. S. 
aviation—Pan American Airways. 
Pan American executives held 
a long conference with 
govern­ 
ment officials last week and made 
considerable progress toward a 
settlement. The fight involves the 
use of German airplane pilots in 
Columbia, not far from the Pana­ 
ma Canal, on a Pan American sub- 
sidiary airline called SCADTA. 
The fight also involves the al­ 
legation by War Department of­ 
ficials that SCADTA gave Ger­ 
man pilots an opportunity to be­ 
come familiar with the topog­ 
raphy adjacent to Panama. These 
officials assert that some of the 
pilots, after being k ept in Colom­ 
bia for a time, returned to Ger­ 
many, letting new pilots tak e their 
places. 
Thus the air attache 
of 
the 
German Embassy in Washington, 
Peter Riedel, had experience in Co­ 
lombian flying while work ing for 
this 
Pan 
American 
subsidiary. 
Thus, also, the German fliers who 
made the non-stop flight across 
the Atlantic last 
summer 
had 
work ed for 
the Colombian air­ 
line. 
Pilots of 
German 
extraction 
flew planes in Colombia during a 
period when the prime tenet of U. 
S. foreign policy was to combat 
“Nazi-Fascists 
infilteration 
into 
Latin America”. That is why the 
American Government interested 
itself in the situation. 


SCADTA Block ed Expansion 
To get the complete picture it 
is necessary to go back ten y ears 
to the time when Pan American 
Airways did an excellent job of 
blazing a new air trail through 
Latin America. At that time they 
found 
their 
path 
block ed 
by 
SCADTA, a line operated in Co­ 
lombia by an 
Austrian 
named 
Peter Von Bauer, now a Colombian 
citizen. 
In order to fly over Colombia 
to the west coast of South Ameri­ 
ca, it was necessary finally for 
Pan America’s 
president, 
Juan 
Trippe, to buy out SCADTA at 
rather a high price. 
This set-up continued from 19 31 
until October, 19 38, when Cham­ 
berlain’s surrender of Czechoslo­ 
vak ia at Munich and Hitler’s in­ 
creased belligerency brought on 
increased War Department wor­ 
ries regarding the proximity of 
German pilots to 
the 
Panama 
Canal. 
U. S. Army strategists point­ 
ed out that one well-placed bomb 
could smash the lock s and put the 
canal 
out 
of 
commission 
for 
months. President Roosevelt even 
went so far as to 
examine the 


possibility of tak ing over Swan 
Island from Costa Rica, and the 
Big Corn and Little Corn Islands 
from Nicaragua, to serve as addi­ 
tional 
air 
outposts 
to 
guard 
Panama. 


CAA Investigates 
So at this point the State De­ 
partment, through its ambassador, 
Spruille Braden, 
began 
to 
do 
some sleuthing about these Ger­ 
man pilots in Colombia. 
Ambas­ 
sador Braden, however, had lit­ 
tle success. 
It was difficult, at 
that time, to ascertain whether 
Pan American was responsible for 
the German pilots, 
or 
whether 
SCADTA was responsible. 
Meantime the Civil Aeronautics 
Authority 
began 
examining the 
financial set-up of Pan Ameri­ 
can’s Colombian subsidiary. 
It 
was found that Juan Trippe, as 
Pan American 
president, 
after 
buying 84 per cent of SCADTA’s 
stock , had then turned around 
and handed 51 per cent of the 
stock back to SCADTA owner 
Von Bauer. The stock was placed 
in escrow, so 
that 
while 
Pan 
American actually owned It, the 
German manager could vote it. 
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German Pilots Continue 
Under 
that management 
ar­ 
rangement, German 
pilots 
con­ 
tinued to fly the subsidiary line 
in Colombia. 
Trippe maintained 
that they had become Colombian 
citizens, many had married Co­ 
lombian wives and were popular 
in Colombia, and were no danger 
l 
to the Canal. 
He pointed outr 
that the German pilots on their 
regular routes were never closer 
than 250 miles from the Panama 
Canal. 
High Army officers pointed out, 
however, that a plane could get 
from Colombia to Panama in no 
time; also that the pilots were 
being trained over extremely dif­ 
ficult terrain around the Andes, 
thus creating a force which, even 
though 
returned 
to 
Germany, 
would aways be familiar with this 
vital territory . * 
Pan American Vice 
President 
George Rihl has now made three 
trips to Colombia and i* work ing 
out a new set-up whereby Ger­ 
man interest is to be eliminated 
completely. 
Under one proposal 
SCADTA is to be owned one-thirff 
by Pan American, one-third by 
the Colombian Government, and 
one-third by a Colombian com­ 
pany. 
A meeting was held in Colom­ 
bia last week regarding this, and 
it is hoped the plan will go into 
operation 
soon, 
although some # 
last-minute hitches have develop-* 
ed. Meanwhile German pilots still 
are operating planes adjacent to 
the Panama Canal but they are 
always accompanied by Colombian 
flight officers.

SAVING WITHOUT HURTING 
Many k indhearted people who 
are deeply concerned about the 
rapidly mounting debt say, “We 
k now that we can’t go on for­ 
ever spending fifty per cent more 
than 
we 
tak e 
in. 
However, 
where can we cut without hurt­ 
ing some poor family ?” 
So they 
quit hoping that savings can be 
made, although they can’t quit 
worry ing that they are not being 
made. 
Senator Taft entered the con­ 
test for a “very handsome prize” 
offered by Mr. Roosevelt on how 
to balance the budget. 
The sen­ 
ator suggested savings which run 
into big money. 
But there is a 
lot of smaller change running 
loose that could be saved which 
he did not itemize. Although the 
aggregate saving would ndt bal­ 
ance the budget, the total would 
be impressive, and the saving of 
it would hurt no one who has 
a real claim on the rest of us. 
Even “humanitarians” could sug­ 
gest these savings without losing 
a wink of sleep. 
One is gAft, big and small. I 
have lived too long to expect a 
completely graftless government. 
One of the evils of Mr. Roose­ 
velt’s free and easy money pol­ 
icies has been to encourage this 
tendency. Where the meat hangs 
there the wolves gather. 
Calvin 
Coolidge said, “I’m for economy in 
government not only because it 
saves 
money, 
but 
because it 
saves men.” 
A responsible employer tells me 
of his experience. 
He had a 
work er who wanted six week s’ 
vacation and ask ed for proof that 
he was no longer employed. This 
was so he could collect unem­ 
ployment insurance from Uncle 
Sam. 
The boss said, “But you 
have a job. 
If you quit, that is 
your look out. 
Your job is here 
any time you want it.” 
A little later the United States 
unemployment office telephoned, 
“Why do you stand in the way of 
Jim Jones’ having a summer’s 
vacation?” 
The result was that 
Jim was certified as being with­ 
out a job and collected his un­ 
employment insurance. 
In other 
words, he had a six week s’ vaca­ 
tion on pay, you and I footing the 
bill. 
That happened repeatedly 
with respect to work ers from one 
small shop. 
Multiplied by scores 
of thousands, this runs into real 
money. 
Here are husband and wife or 
two or more members of the 
same family on the public pay ­ 
roll—federal, state or municipal. 
Why should this be, especially 
when one of them earns as much 


as the average Industrial work ­ 
er? 
The extra members of the 
family should get off so that an­ 
other breadwinner might have 
job—some of these 600,000 young 
folk s coming of age every year. 
I dare say the application of this 
rule to all federal, state and city 
employes 
would 
at once give 
scores of thousands of jobs to 
men and w’omen now out of work . 
I k now of a family which had 
three members on the public pay­ 
roll. They also had a home with 
an HOLC mortgage. 
With three 
salaries in the family, provided 
by the taxpay ers totalling over 
$400 per month, they lived in the 
home three y ears without paying 
a penny to HOLC and then defied 
the government to foreclose the 
mortgage 
against 
the political 
pressure they could muster. And 
so on. 
Of course, If we really wera 
honest about nepotism we would 
have plenty of pressure to over­ 
come. 
There is a well k nown, 
well fed, and well housed family 
in Washington which has had not']/ 
less than five in-laws on the fed­ 
eral payroll during these y ears of 
distress. 
The name begins with 
a letter about two-thirds down 
the alphabet. 
About 
a 
y ear ago 
Supreme 
Court Justice Murphy spok e on 
this theme. 
His statement was 
impressive because he is a warm­ 
hearted man. 
He said that fed­ 
eral, state and 
local 
payrolls 
should be reduced from 4,000,000 
to 3,000,000 with a saving of ona 
billion dollars a y ear. 
Mr. Murphy said, “We must 
abandon the old idea that the 
government payroll is a legitimate 
field for charity ” and condemned 
“the ancient practice of passing 
out government jobs In pay ment 
of political debts.” 
In 19 34, Mr. Roosevelt said, 
"We want you to be absolutely 
hardboiled with any local person 
try ing to get political advantage 
out of human needs, even if you 
hit the biggest boss on the head.” 
But now when Mr. Murphy say« , 
that conditions in Jersey City ,k 
Chicago and Miami are 
“ aw ful,"' 
the bosses come out for a third 
term! 
And 
thus 
“the

The little “Lady’s 
delights” which have 
come 
so 
gently and quietly, wand’ring on 
golden feet all over the patch of 
ground wrhich is now abloom with 
self-sown marigolds, oxalis, sweet 
alyssum, with phlox and godetias 
growing thickly. 
These 
charming 
little 
pansy 
flowers are precious to me. 
And 
that many people have loved them 
is testified by their pet names— 
“lady’s 
delight”, 
“Johnny-jump 
up”, 
“none-so 
pretty”, 
"hearts­ 
ease,”—“little grandmothers”, they 
are called in Germany. 
This is viola tricolor, commonly 
accepted as the ancestor of that 
beloved garden flower, the pansy. 
“The pansy”, 
says 
Bailey, 
“is 
everywhere 
a 
favorite 
flower. 
There is much character in it. The 
flower is often likened to a face. 
It appeals to personal feeling. 
In 
fact, the word pansy is only a cor­ 
ruption of the 
French “pensee,” 
meaning thought. 
The old folk- 
name, “heartsease”, is also assoc­ 
iated with the 
familiar 
place 
which tfle plant has occupied; it 
signifies remembrance.” 
Yes, 
litle 
pansy-flower, 
you 
have wandered 
on 
golden feet 
through the hearts of men down 
many, many, many years. 
Away 
back in 1587, you were so much 
loved that a note of tenderness 
sounds from the words 
Gerard 
wrote 
down 
descri b i n g 
you . 
“Hearts-ease or Pansie hath many 
round leaves at the first coming 
up; afterward they grow some­ 
what longer, slightly cut about the 
edges, trailing or creeping upon 
the ground; the stalks are weake 
and 
tender, 
whereupon 
grow 
floures in form and figure like the 
Violet, and for the most part of 
the same bignesse, of three sundry 
colours, 
whereof 
it 
tooke 
the 
syrname tricolor, that is to say, 
purple, yellow, and white or blew; 
by reason of the beauty and brav- 
erie of whch colours they are very 
pleasing to the eye, for smel they 
have little or none at all. 
The 
seed is contained in little knaps of 
the bigness of a Tare, which come 
forth after the floures be fallen, 
and do open of themselves when 
the seed is ripe. The root is noth­ 
ing else but as it were a bundle of 
i threddy strings.”

of three colours, viz., of purple,

or no smel at all; for oftentimes 
it hapneth that

accidental, 
are 
just as liable to become infected 
as in human beings and may well 
result in disfigurement or even 
death to the tree. 
These wounds can be healed. 
A tree patient has an excellent 
chance to survive its hurts when 
knowledge produced by scientific 
study is brought to its aid. 
When a person cuts himself or 
suffers a bad bruise an anticeptic 
solution to kill germs and a clean 
dressing are the first thoughts— 
so now with trees. 
Fungous spores are ever pres­ 
ent in the air—just waiting for 
the opportunity and the driving 
forces of wind and rain to en­ 
able them to take root in a raw 
cut or wound. 
Pruning paint acts 
as an antiseptic barrier or dress 
ing to kill any spores that have 
gathered on the wound and to 
keep out further infection. 
Bark is a very important part 
of a tree. 
The cambium (inner) 
layer of bark will in time natural­ 
ly grow over a wound, but it is 
essential meanwhile that fungous 
diseases and insects be prevented 
from destroying the woody part 
through which is carried the life- 
building sap from the roots. 
Care should be taken not to 
bruise the cambium layer more 
than necessary. 
Use sharp tools 
which will cut smothly and trim 
evenly to enable quicker healing. 
A tree wound paint must not 
retard 
healing 
growth 
of 
the 
cambium layer. 
Pruning paint 
is more gentle on the cambium 
layer than ordinary paints and 
especially coal tar or bituminous 
coatings. 
It furnishes 
a 
very 
plastic film which does not check 
or crack 
leaving 
surfaces ex­ 
posed. 
It is important that the 
film be unbroken to prevent de­ 
cay.—Northwest Gardens.

Ve ry Pote nt 
That as little as one milligram 
(about what will adhere to the 
point of a sharp toothpick) will 
make approximately twenty gal­ 
lons of solution with which to 
water plants will give 
you an 
estimate of the potency and great 
economy of this discovery. 
It is true that Vitamin B -l has 
produced 
remarkable 
growth in 
certain plants normally found to 
be inherently deficient 
in 
this 
root growth factor, causing them 
to develop 
larger 
and 
longer 
stemmed flowers, but this is not 
what is really hoped for it. 
The greatest practical applica­ 
tion is the 
elimination 
of 
root 
shock 
in 
transplanting any size 
plant from a seedling to a giant 
Oak 
or 
Conifer. 
Transplanting 
heretofore 
has 
always 
been 
frought with a sense of uncertain­ 
ty 
as 
to 
whether or not the 
transplant will be able to survive 
the shock of being moved. Thus 
far, the true plantsman has been 
most enthused over this phase in 
the application of the root stimu­ 
lating Vitamin B -l factor. 
The amateur gardener who pre­ 
fers to garden from seed will 
find in Vitamin B -l a safeguard 
against the wilting and 
loss 
of 
seedling transplants when unfor­ 
tunate enough that a spell of very 
devastating hot 
weather should 
follow the cool evening selected 
for transplanting from the plant 
box to the open garden. 
For Poor Roote rs 
The amateur will be further re 
lieved to learn that Vitamin B -l 
applied in solution to the soil un 
der Camellias and other notori­ 
ously poor rooters will stimulate 
root development rather remark­ 
ably 
and 
result 
in better top 
growth. 
The transplanting of trees and 
shrubs, it is hoped will no longer 
present a problem, for experimen 
tation at this time points to the 
fact that, where the roots are im­ 
mediately 
soaked 
with Vitamin 
B -l 
solution, 
after 
being dis 
turbed, the shock of transplant­ 
ing 
is 
minimized, and posibil- 
ity of loss greatly reduced. 
A 
great deal of experimental work 
has to be done in order to de­ 
termine the efficacy of the solu­ 
tion on the many 
families 
of 
plants.
